Only Christ can 
make you and me like that; His 
love in the heart is the only "good 
neighbor program" that will ever 
work. 

But Christ not only enables man 
to be a good neighbor, Ho is in fact 
the true Good Neighbor Himself; He 
is the Good Samaritan. "Jerusalem 
is the city of God; Jericho repre- 
sents the world. The traveler is the 
type of humanity. Man has fallen 
in the awful road which leads down; 
fallen among thieves and is naked, 
wounded, helpless and hopeless. The 
failure of the priest and the scribe 
to help illustrates the inability of 
! . the law and the ordinances to save 
man out of his deplorable condi- 
tion. The Good Samaritan is the 
Lord Jesus Christ. He came to the 
place where the lost are and He 
alone could have compassion on 
them. The wine typifies His pre- 
cious blood He shed to save us. The 
oil Is the type of the Holy Spirit, 
who applies the blood.

Among the most interesting features 
of her journeys in the tropics, she said,

growing region of Honduras! the beau- 
ty of the churches — she saw many in 
Guatemala that were .-100 years. jold; 
the amazing climate of Guatemala,, due 
to the variation in altitude frontflow- 
lands to mountains; the black volcanic 
sands along the Pacific ocean; and a 
visit to a coffee plantation in Guate- 
mala.
